SITUATION 

12 On a snowy night, case vehicle (A) was traveling westata driver-estimated speed of 
55 mph (89 kph) in the left inside lane of a four-lane, divided, limited-access highway, in a 
rural area. The road was snow covered with patches of black ice, and it was dark and 
unlighted. The highway was divided by a grassy median and the posted speed limit was 70 
mph (113 kph). 3 Vehicle (B) was traveling east at an unknown speed in the left inside 
lane. When vehicle (B) hit a patch of black ice, the driver lost control of the vehicle and it 
exited the north edge of the eastbound lane. Vehicle (B) then crossed the grassy median 
while rotating in a counterclockwise yaw, and entered the left inside westbound lane. The 
driver of case vehicle (A) did not have time to brake or steer, and case vehicle (A) struck 
vehicle (B) in the right side with its front. Vehicle (C) was traveling east behind case 
vehicle (A). After the impact between case vehicle (A) and vehicle (B), the driver of vehicle 
(C) tried to steer around both vehicles, but was unable to keep the rearview mirror of 
vehicle (C) from sideswiping case vehicle (A) in the right side. Vehicle (C) left the scene of 
the crash and the driver did not sustain any injuries. The driver and right-front passenger of 
case vehicle (A) were transported to a trauma center with police-reported "A" injuries. The 
driver of vehicle (B) was also transported to a trauma center with police-reported "A" 
injuries. Both vehicles were towed from the scene. 

GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH 
SEVERITIES 



3 4The directdamage to case vehicle (A) began atthe left-front bumper corner and 
extended 148 cm across the entire front. 5 The maximum crush was 82 cm to the right- 



front bumper corner. 6 The second impact to the rightside of case vehicle (A) was minor 
with a maximum crush of 4 cm, and the direct damage extended 120-cm along both right- 
side doors. 

7 8 The directdamage to vehicle (B) began 23-cm forward of the rearwheel and extended 
247-cm forward along the rightside. The maximum crush was 71 cm to the right- front 
door. Both right-side doors were crushed, the right wheelbase was reduced 8 cm, and the 
front fender and rear quarter panel were deformed. 

9 10 1112 13 14 15 16 17 18 19 20 21 Using the WinSMASH crash-reconstruction 
program and crush measurements for both vehicles, the following impact severities were 
calculated for the frontal impact to case vehicle (A) and the rightside impact to vehicle (B):

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

22 23 24 In the front of case vehicle (A), the bumper and grille areas were severely 
damaged and pushed rearward into the engine compartment and into both front wheel 
wells. 25_ 26 The bumperfascia was separated from its attachments, and both headlight 
assemblies were crushed. 27 28 31 The hood was crushed down and pushed to the rear, 
and the rear edge of the hood was elevated and it contacted and cracked the entire lower 
portion of the windshield. Both hood hinges were twisted, but the hinges were not 
separated. 29 30_ There was also about 10% bond separation at the lower right corner of 
the windshield, and there were small tears in the lower-right side of the windshield due to 



hood contact. 31 32 The right side of the roof just above the right-frontdoor and B -pillar 
was buckled. 

33 On the right side, the fender was crumpled rearward into the right-front wheel well. 34 
The right-front wheel axle was broken, the wheel rim was bent, and the tire was deflated. 
35 The right-front wheel was pushed rearward into the lower portion of the A-pillar, 
decreasing the wheelbase by 20 cm. 36_The upper and lower portions of the A-pillar were 
deformed, causing both right-side doors to be jammed closed. 37 There was no glazing 
damage to the right-side doors and no damage to the right-rear wheel. There were 
scratches along the right-side doors from the second impact, as well as damage to the 
rightsideview mirror. 38 39_ There was no damage to the B- or C -pillars, and no 
deformation to the right-rear quarter panel. 

40 On the leftside, the frontfenderwas crushed and wrapped around to the right. 41 The 
left-front axle was broken, but there was no damage to the wheel rim and the tire was not 
deflated. 42 The lower portion of the left A-pillar was deformed and pushed rearward, 
causing the driverdoorto be jammed closed. 43 The driverdoor was deformed, but there 
was no glazing damage to the left-side doors. 44 There was no damage to the left B - orC- 
pillars and the left-rear door was operational. 

45 There was no damage to the rearof case vehicle (A). 
Interior 

46 This vehicle is equipped with steering-wheel and passenger frontal- impact airbags, 
which deployed during this severe frontal impact. 47 48 There was blood on the driver 
airbag, and there were black marks on the lower-right portion of the passenger airbag skin. 
49 50 There was no damage to the steering wheel, although the steering column was 
rotated slightly up and to the left. 51 52 The upperportion of the instrument panel was 
displaced rearward, and the plastic coveroverthe instruments was cracked. 53 54 There 
were dents in the knee bolster to the left and right sides of the steering column, and there 
were 3-cm and 8-cm long scuff marks on the right side of the bolster. 55 There was no 



damage to the left- front door, the door hardware, or the door armrest. 56 There was no 
damage to the leftside ofthe roof, the windshield header, the sunvisor, orthe left A-pillar. 
57 58 The leftside ofthe windshield was cracked, and the toepan in the driver area was 
displaced to the rear, but there was no damage to the foot controls. 59 The driver seatback 
was bent and rotated slightly to the rear. 

60 61 The centerarea ofthe roof was notdamaged, but the windshield was cracked. The 
rearview mirror came off of the windshield, but the mirror glass was not broken. 62 There 
was no damage to the center console. 

63 In the right- front seating area, the windshield was cracked and the A-pillar was 
deformed, and both were displaced to the rear. 64 There was no damage to the roof or 
windshield header area. 6_5 There were dents in the knee bolster and the bolster was 
displaced rearward. 66 Also, there was a "space blocker" underthe bolster area which was 
damaged and displaced down and to the rear. 67 The toepan was pushed to the rear into 
the right-front occupant area. 68 Also, there was no damage to the right-frontdoor, the 
door hardware, orthe door armrest. The following intrusions were noted and measured:

OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

69 70 The 5-ft, 8-in, 197-lb, 55-year-old male driverwas wearing the three-point belt, and 
the steering-wheel airbag deployed. 71 72_ 73 74 75 There were deep scratches in the 
cornerof the D-ring, marks on the shoulder-belt webbing from the D-ring, and the plastic 
cover over the B -pillar was separated, indicating that the three-point belt was being used 
during this crash. The driver reportedly was sitting in an upright position with his leftfooton 
the floor, his right foot on the accelerator pedal, and both hands on the steering wheel. The 
seat was adjusted to a mid seat-track position, and the driverwas wearing eyeglasses, 
which were not damaged during the crash. 

76 During the frontal impact, the belt- restrained male driver moved forward relative to the 
vehicle interior into the airbag and belt restraints. 77 He sustained lacerations and swelling 
to the lips, probably from contact by the deploying airbag. He sustained an abrasion to the 
leftside of the neck from shoulder-belt loading, and a contusion to the right side of the 
chest, probably from shoulder-belt loading. 78 79 He sustained abrasions to the anterior 
aspects of the left and right forearms, probably from contact by the deploying airbag. He 
sustained a 1.5-cm linear laceration into the subcutaneous tissue of the right fifth finger, 
possibly from contact with the clear plastic covering the instrument panel, as evidenced by 
cracks in the plastic. 80 81 In addition, he sustained contusions to the left and right knees 
from contact with the knee bolster, as indicated by a dentin the leftside of the bolster and 
a dent and scuff marks on the right side of the bolster. 

82 83 The 5-ft, 4-in, 181-lb, 53-year-old female right-front passenger was wearing the 
three-point belt, and the steering-wheel airbag deployed. 84 85 86_ 87 88 There were deep 
scratches in the D-ring, clothing transfer marks on the shoulder belt webbing, and the 
plastic coveroverthe B-pillar was separated, indicating thatthe three-point belt was being 
used during this crash. The right-front passenger was reportedly sitting in a somewhat 
reclined position, and sleeping with her head on a pillow when the crash occurred. The 
seat was adjusted to a rearward seat-track position, and her feet were on the floor. 
89 During the frontal impact, the belt- restrained female right-front passenger moved 
forward relative to the vehicle interior into the airbag and belt restraints. She sustained a 



small linear laceration to the middle of the lower lip, possibly due to contact with her left 
hand due to airbag fling. She sustained a contusion to the left-anterior region of the chest, 
probably from loading by the shoulder-belt webbing. She also sustained abrasions over the 
left and right iliac crests of the pelvis from loading of the lap belt. She sustained a 
contusion to the dorsal aspect of the left hand atthe metacarpals, possibly from her hand 
contacting her face due to airbag fling. 90 91 92^93 She sustained three fractures to the 
left femur, including the left femoral neck, supracondylar, and mid-shaft regions, from knee 
loading into the knee bolster. In addition, she sustained a 1-cm laceration to the anterior 
aspect of the left knee, from contact with the knee bolster, as evidenced by damage to, 
and scuff marks on, the bolster.
